The ancient ceremonies were 
observed, each of -the prelates kissing 
the pontiff's foot and receiving the 
apostolic benediction. 


The pope, .at the consistory, deliv- 


ered a short allocution, which he In- 
tended to be kept private, though con- 
taining nothing of great importance. 
He merely greeted the cardinals and 
said he liked to dscuss only pleasant 
subjects, but satisfactory events were 
mingled with painful occurrences.

The Information came from a «ist«r 


in Kansas, who has been in commu- 
nication with relatives In Germany. 
It asks that proofs of heirship be for- 
warded at once, and it is believed this 
proof will be easily established. Pros- 
ecutor Emrick has taken up the case 
in tike interest of his mother. 


The estate in question is that of 


John Nicholas Emrick, a wealthy 
German who died possessed of an es- 
tate estimated to be worth about 
88,000,000. There were no immedi- 
ate members of his family surviving, 
and the wealth is to pass to relatives 
more remotely connected with the 
rich decedent. It is not known here 
how many heirs will file claims to a. 
portion of the fortune, but the estate 
is of suich magnitude that there 
should be a comfortable competence 
for Mrs. Emrick if the proofs can be 
completed acceptably to the German 
courts. 


Indictments Show How a Rake- 


Off Was Taken on Fas-

Washington, June 22.—The grand 


jury which, has been investigating 
postal afiairs today returned an in- 
dictment against August W. Machen, 
Diller B. Groff,

George E. Lorenz and Martha

Lorenz, the two latter being resi- 
dents of Toledo, Ohio. As previous- 
ly stated in these dispatches, the spe- 
cific charge is conspiracy to defraud 
the government. The indictment is 
based on section 5440 of the revised 
statutes, which provides a penalty 
of 910,000 or two years' imprison- 
ment, or both, in the discretion of 
the court. 
HOW THE GAME WAS WORKED. 


• There are twelve counts to the in- 


dictment, eleven of which are sub- 
stantially the same as those found 
previously against Machen and the 
Groffs. The first count Of the present 
Indictment, which relates to the con- 
spiracy charge, sets forth that on 
June .29, 1900, in the District of 
Columbia, Lorenz, 
Krs. Lorenz, 


Machen and the Groff brothers "con- 
spired, combined, confederated and 
agreed to defraud the TJnlted States 
government of Its moneys" by the 
following 
arrangement: 
Machen 


should advise and recommend to the 
first assistant postmaster general' the 
purchase from the Groff brothers of 
a large number of the Groff fasteners 
for mall boxes at 81.25 each, and 
should procure payment thereof, upon 
which the Groff brothers should re- 
tain 90 per cent, of such payment, 
or 75 cents for each fastener, and 
the Oroff brothers should then pay 
to Xr. and Mrs. Iiorroi, either or 
both, the remaining 40 per cent., 
which was to be "converted, appro- 
priated and applied to the use" of 
Nr. and Mrs. Loreni and Machen. 


AGREEMENT CARRIED OUT. 
The indictment' says that this 


agreement 
was carried 
out 
by 


Machen on June 30, recommending 
the purchase of (10,000 fasteners at 
the price mentioned; that the Oroff 
brothers on the same date presented 
a bill for these 60,000 fasteners at 
the price mentioned; that on Septem- 
ber 13 of the same year Machen rec- 
ommended to the first assistant post- 
master general the payment of that 
bill, and the Groff brothers, "having 
thereafter and on September 22d of 
that year, received from- the United 
States $75,000 in payment for the 
bill, Diller B. OroC on October 20th, 
same year, paid 84,000 to George E. 
and Martha Lorenz."

"Men are inclined to marvel at the 


scarcity of suicides among members 
of the negro race," said an observant 
man, "but when you come to think of 
it there is'nothing strange about the 
matter. The negro is a happy-go- 
lucky sort of a creature. He is not 
as quick to feel the pricks of pride as 
the white man and life's little re- 
verses do not affect him in the sam3 
way. But lately the increase in sui- 
cides among the negroes has been a 
matter of serious comment, Tho ob- 
servation has been made that a fe.v 
years ago a negro suicide was un- 
known. The negro simply lived out 
his natural span in a natural sort oi 
way. 
Suicide is a departure due to 


the abnormal and superficial condi- 
tions which environ the individual. 


"Tho negro lives awfully close to 


nature. Such departures as he may 
make are due to his imitativeness anjl 
they are often gvotesque and extrava- 
gant. Living naturally, he dies nat- 
urally, as a rule. Mainly the scarcity 
of suicides among negroes is due to 
this love of nfcture and this natural 
way of doing things. It may not be 
inapt to remark in this connection the 
absence of anything approaching 
pessimism in the philosophy of th 
black man and an unfaltering devo- 
tion to a religion of some sort.

"Did you ever hear of a negro 


agnostic, a negro atheist or a negro 
who was the least bit skeptical about 
the hereafter, the immortality of th« 
soul and the other things" which go 
with faith ? I dare say you have not, 
I have not and I have been a pretty 
close student of the race and, living 
in the black belt of the south, have 
had a splendid chance to become ac- 
quainted with the traits of the race* 
All these facts' may, in some meas- 
ure, explain the negro's antipathy for 
any violent interference with the nat- 
ural course of thing?. So, after all, 
there is nothing particularly strange 
about the fact that the negro does not 
take kindly to the suicidal- impulse. 
Life may be hard with him at times, 
but he is easily cheered up and so he 
goes laughing his way, allowing life 
to wear itself out in nature's way."—
